aan EXT to the Blefling of Moral 
Liberty, which delivers us from 
the Tyranny of our own Paflions, 
H and leaves us free to every vit- 
(nous and generous Aftion, is 
wa the Blefling of Civil Liberty, 
which delivers us fiom the 7y- 
vanny of other Mens Paffions, aud 
makes us Maflers of our felves. 

Civil L:berty confifts in Security of Property ; 
the Privilege of enjoying that Property every 
Way, confiftent with the Properties of others ; 
atid ina Right of improving our Minds, by exa- 
ming into all Subjets Divine or Humane, Sacred 
or Civil, Ecclefiaftical or Political. ‘This, and this 
only, is Liberty, in its full and juft Extent ; 
and every the leaft Abridgment of this Liberty, 
is bresking in upon the Laws of Gedand Na- 
ture, and fetting up Power under a Form of 
Law, againft Right lodep-ndent of a¥ Law, Lie 
berty is the molt invaluable Thing in this World, 
as ‘tis the Spring and Source cf all rational and man 
ty Good, and as it improves and refines even the 
very Pleafures of Senfe. Ic is the Fountain of 
Wifdom, Virtue and Happinefs ; and it chafes 
away two of the moft evil Spirits that ever infeft- 
ed the Sons of Mea, Superftition and Tyranny : Su- 
perflition, which Reals away our Souls, and plun 
ders us of all our noblé Faculties; and Tyranny, 
which divetls us of our Property, and leaves us, 
juftly fpeaking, neither Body nor Fftate ; for they 
ate not our ewn, but at the Will of the T) rant. But 
where Liberty appears, and fhines forth im full 
Luffre, every Man is Sovereign of himfelf; be 
knows no Mafter ; he acknowledges no SubjeGi- 
on, bur Subje&tion to. the Laws; nor owes no 
Obedience, but Obedience to the Infitutions 
made by the People for the Good of the People. To 
fum up all: In afree State, we have every Good to 
hope for, and nothing to fear, but what aiifes from 
our own ill AGions, 

Such is Liberty, and fuch in general is our Li. 
berty, and our Happinefs in Great Britain To con- 
tend for Liberty in this Senfe, is a moble Contention 
indeed. To refcue a Country from Slavery, and 
introduce egual Laws ; to raife up Liberty, when 
‘tis falling, or to prevent its Decline, is the mot 
worthy and God-like AGion a Man is capable of : 
Mankind are his Debtors, and the World’ ftands 
obliged to him. 

But to be eternally clamouring about Liberty, 
when we are in fu Poff*fion; and contending, 
like che prefent Adverfanes of the Government, 
for a Spirit of Liberty, and the Prefervation of the 
Britify Conftitution, when the Spirit of Liberty was 
never fo high, sor the Confitutida mo e fecure, is 
fo far from being a xcble Contention, that "tis a roe 
mantick vifionary Purfuit; ory which is worfe, "tis a 
bafe and unworthy Defign, as it naturally tends to 
make the People uneafy under a mott excellent Go 
vernment ; and difpofes them to defire a Change, 
when there is not the /eaft Probability that any 
Change cin do us good, or make us happier ; and 
all thafe Changes which don’t mend our State, 
generally make it worfe. 

"Lis faid, indeed, by the Authors of the Crafts 
man, That there was never more Occafion to cons 
tend for the Spirit of Liberty and the Bri ifh Confti- 
tution than mow. But as this is fad without any 
thing to fuppost it, and without the leaf Appear- 
ance of Reafon, it isthe moft infamous thing they 
are capable of faying. The old Cry of Malecon- 
tents ufed to be, the Danger ef the Church from the 
Increafe of Liberty ; but now ‘tis the Danger of the 
State from the decline of Liberty. The Church is 
indeed wealthy, fecure ard eafy; Peace be with 
her; we envy her not her Poffeflions, while fhe 
makes a good Ufe of them, and attempts nothing 
“pon our Religion or Civil Libertizs : But the State 
too is wealthy, fecure as Laws can make it, and, 
God be thank'd, triumphant ; fo that, it we are 
hot eafy “tis our own faults ; we live in an Age 
4nd Country, where Liberty is in its Afcendant; 
we ase the happy Nation who enjoy it t@ as much 
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the Laws, by which we are govern'd, are made 

| by cur felves ; and thefe Laws ase the landing Mea- 
fare of the King’s Governmenr, and the People’s 
Obedience. Every Man's Property is as fecure as 
any thing can be made in this World; he may en- 
joy it bis own way while he lives, and fafely tranf- 
mit it to his Friends when he dies: He has alfo 
| Liberty to examine into all Opinions, and fearch 
| into all Subjeéts religious and political; and this Li- 
| berty is as great as ever it was; I with I could 
fay ‘twas full and perfe. But we have, in gene- 
ral, as much Liberty, as is confiftent with the 
Prefervation of the Rights and Properties of others; 
and more would not be Liberty, but Licentiou{ne/s ; 
not free Government, but Anarchy and Confufion. 
Our Conftitvtion is fo good, that ic anfwers all 
the great and valuable Ends of human Life; and 
yer, our ahimfical Malecontenss ave continually 
bolding their Heads, and roaring ou’, Ob the Con/fti- 
tution! And the Spirit of Liberty neve: beat fo 
high and ftrong ; nor was Liberty itfelf ever fo 
well fudied, fo thoroughly underRood, nor fo 
much valued ; and yet the conftant Cry is, Ob 
Liberty! Ob the Spirit of Liberty! We may more 
juftly fay tothem, O ye Fools! when wilt ye be 
Wife? Or rather, when will ye be honefl? How 
many dull Effays have we feen about the Liberty 
of the Prefs, before That lat Week ; which is an 
Exrraét from the Writings of a Gentleman, whofe 
Misfortunes have been too hard for his Under. 
ftanding; but ’tis all onetothem, for rather 
than not abufe the Government, they'll copy 
fometimes from Fools, and fometimes from 
Madmen. 

The Common Hackney Writer of the Craft/man 
fays, thac writing abour the Liberty of the Prefs 
is a feafonable Topic; and then tells us, it was the 
Opinion of Timoleon, That every Man, in a free 
State, ought to [peak freely, and with impunity, 
whatever be thinks of another. Buc with all due 
Reverence to Timoleon, and in the Name of com. 
mon Senfe, this Liberty of {peaking whatever awe 
think or pleafe of another, and whatever we pleafe 
of the State, ought not to be fuffe:" evith Impuni 
ty, whenever it be inconfiftent with the Rights of 
others. Every Man hes as much a Rigit to bis 
Reputation as to his Perfon ; and Men may be as 
juftly punified for writ ng or {peaking, as for atl. 
ing. 

"Tis not crue, that there ought to be no Tunih 
ment but for Blafphemy or Treafin, or what tends 
direfily to call in queftion the King’s Right to the 
Crown, or to excite bis Subjedts to.an open Rebellion or 
fecvet Confpiracy. There may be a great number of 
Cafes put in private Life, where Perfons ought to 
he punifoed for Writing ; and in pwblick Life there 
are other Cafes than Treafon or Rebewtion, which 
deferve Punifhment, and Th which Cafes the Go 
vernment would be weak and imperfedl, it it did 
not punifh. The State or Government, or Gentle 
men in the Adminiflration, may be abufed, as well 
a fingle Perfor; and when they are fo, they have 
a Right to do themfelves Puftice. If a Man pub- 
lifhes Lies of another, 10 bis Difvomour and Pre- 
judice, fhall the Perfon injured have his Remedy , 
and the Government have none when political 
Lies, frrongly tending to their Difonour and Pre- 
' judice, are publifhed of them ? Muoft they tamely 
“fic till, in Compliment to whet thefe Writers ab 
furdly call Liberty, and hear it faid of them, 

printed, and fent over all Europe, That they ave 
| going to make Treaties, or have made Treaties, which 
| break in upon all their other Treaties, and render “em 
perfidious Wretches, and Violators of their Faith ; 

aed yet not lift up their Hea’s in their own 

Defence 2 No; the Auchors of fuch infamous 
Libels ought to be punifhed, in Juftice to the 
Community. 

Lez the Liberty of the Prefs be for ever facred, as 
what is fundamental to all our other Liberties ; 
but let every Man be punifhed who abufes that 
Liberty to the Prejudice of others. It is the greateft 
Abfurdity in the World to imagine, that, becaufe 
we live in a free State, ther€fore we are free to 
Speak or write what sve pieafe, without being cal- 
led to an Account, This Liberty, es they trea- 

















cheroufly call it, would fubvert the very Defign of 
allLiserty, and of all good GoveRNnmaunrts: 
which is, to preferve their SubjeTs Rights and 
Properties {rom all Invafions, and to preferve therr. 
felves too, for the fake of the Prefervation of the 
Subjeéts. 

Hed the Comick Poet, call’d Teleclides (whom 

Mr D’AnveRs quotes) liv'd in our Days, he 
might jaftly upbraid his Countryman, “ for 
** tamely fuffering ONE WORTHLESS FRttow 
“to Jampoon the Governinent every Week, 
** to aftront our Allies, to effiit our Enemics, to 
* make a Jeft of all our Negotiations, Treaties, 
** and publick Acts, and finally to ufe all pofii- 
** ble Methods to render the Nation conreinpti~- 
“* ble abroad, and odious at home, only to pra- 
** tify the private Revenge or oamelefs Avarice of a 
“ few Gentlemen out of Power, who value their 
Revenge and Avarice more than their Country or 
“ Friends.” Let Mr. D’AnveRrs confider, whe- 
ther there ase avy more jobber-beaded, more mone 
fireus, ii fap’ d, and overgrown Noddles, (to ule 
bis own polite Words) than thefe, whom Tims 
AND Facrion have begor, to diflicls the belt 
Gov mment in the Wo:ld. 
To fum up all we have faid; There ought to be 
no Refiraint upon the Pre/s: God forbid that the 
Prefs fhould ever be in the Hands of the Govern- 
ment,or be limited by Power or Authority; for then 
we fhall have nothing publith’d but what Power 
and Authority think fit; then, inftead of Eftablif'd 
Truth, we may, in other Reigns, and under other 
Adminifirations, have Eftablifi'd Falfooods, and 
Eftablify'd lickedne/s too. As Men are left free in 
their Ations, to do what they pleafe, fo they 
fhould be left free to {peak or write what they 
pleafe; but if they /peak or qwrite what interferes 
with the Rights and Properties of their Fellow- 
Subjeéts, or what is inconfiftent with the Prefer- 
vation and Safety of the Government, they ate, then, 
open to the Laws; and are as juffly punifh'd, as 
when they af contrary to Law : They mutt padbiif, 
as they a, at their Peril ; Notwithanding their 
Lherty, they a@ at their Peril, if they doi# end 
fo they muft be content to cuvite at their Peril, 
if they write id; that is, if they publi> Falfoods, 
to the L ihonous and Infamy of the Government; 
Falfhoods, which narurally tend to fubvert the 
Peace and Happineis of Society; to Jecure 
which, was the jole End of entring into Society. 

All Men have a Right to enquire into the 
Tiuch of all Opinions, and ex.mine all Subje&s ; 
they have alfo a Right to reprefent Grievances ; 
to fhew what Laws are pernicious or defeétive ; 
and to lay before the Publick all Male-Admini- 
ftrations : Bur ‘ris their Bufinefs to take care, that 
they publith only qwat is trae, or what they can 
prove t:ue of Perfons and Things; and then, es 
in this Country, they will have no reafon to 
fear, fo they will have no reafon to clamour abont 
Liberty, Of arra:gn the Conptitution

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
Cadiz, February 13. 

F% Ten Days paft the Weather has been fo 

very ftormy, that the Ships in our Bay have 
futtered much. ‘The Fortune, Capt. Bowdith, 
the Richard, Capt. Ramfdale, from Yarmouth, 
a Brig. trom Wexford, and two Tartanes, have 
been driven on fhore. The Irith Brig. was beat 
in Pieces, and only one Man was faved; but the 
two firft named received but little Damage, only 
happening at the Top of a Spring Tide, when 
the Wind blew exceeding hard, they lie about 300 
Yards above High Water Mark. The Looe Man 
of War, Capr. Berkley, was about half way trom 
hence to Gibraltar in the Storm, when by cutting 
away her Mafts, fhe rode out the Scorm. The 
Elizabeth, Capt. Kelly, which arrived here the 
goth from St. Sebaftian’s, reports, that on this 
Side Cape St. Vincent he faw feveral Veffels in 
Diftrefs, and among them a fine long Englith 
Galley, with a Teer of Guns, which had loft hee 
Mafts.— We hear that Meff. Stert and Goddard, 
the Britifh Commiffaries, are fet our from Sevilla 
for this Place; but on what Account we Rapa 














not.——_ Our Intendant arrived this Morning 
from Seville, atid brings Orders co deliver the 
Flota’s Cochiaeal and other.

Paris, March 7. The Pope has fent Orders 
to the Legate of Bologna to go to Parma and 
Placentia, to t-ke Poffeffion of thofe Dutchies 
in his Holinefs's Name ; but in cafe che Imperial 
Gurrifons in thofe two Places oppofe his En- 
trance, he is to fend in a Proteft, and retire. 

Hague, March 6. Vurfaant to the Refolution 
of the States of Holland for raifing Money for the 
fecond Augmentation of the Forces of the Srate, 
Books were open’d laft Week, for taking in Sub- 
fcriptions for the fame ; which were every where 
full before the Offices in the refpeftive Towns 
were opened ; and the new Obligations are now 
aftually negotiated upon the Exchange of Amfter- 
dam at 2 or 3 per Cent. Premium. In fhort, 
there is much more Money in the Country than 
People know where to place out; fo that it is 
certain, were ‘their High.Mightineffes to fettle 
Funds for the Payment of Iotereft for 50 Millions 
at 2 + per Cent. it would be raifed in lefs than a 
Week. Whence it follows, that this Republick 
is not dettituce of great Refources in cafe of a 
Rupture ; but the Fears of a War begin to difli- 
pate more and more, and ic is likely the current 
Year will be {pent in Negotiations.
